DAMODAR VALLEY CORPORATION 

Calcutta, the 6th June 1969 

No, 72 — In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 
(14 of 1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, the follow- 
ing further amendments to the Damodar Valley Corpora- 
tion Service Regulations, published with the Notification 
of the Damodar Valley Corporation No. 5, dated the 
28th January, 1957, namely : — 

In the said Regulations in regulation 49, — 

(1) in item II, A. By Rail, to clause (2) the follow- 
ing proviso shall be added, namely 

“Provided that the allowance for incidental ex- 
penses shall be restricted to the daily allowance 
at the rates laid down in regulation 43 or at 
the rate of Rs. 3.00, whichever is more, for 
every twenty-four hours of the railway journey 
or part thereof. 

Notes — (1) The forward and return journeys shall 
be treated separately, except when they 
fall on the same day. 


(2) Th© period covered by the rail journey 
shall be reckoned with reference to 
the Scheduled Railway timings and may 
also include any period of halt at an 
intermediate station for catching the 
connecting train. 

Provided that — 

(a) When the train is diverted due to 
special circumstances like breach 
of track, the period/ distance 
actually covered by the rail journey 
shall be taken into account for the 
purpose of calculating the allow- 
ance for incidental expenses; and 

(b) In the case of late running of a 
train, the actual period involved 
shall be taken into account if the 
late running of the train is by 
more than six hours’’. 

(2) in item II, C. By Air, in clause (1) for the ex- 
pression “Rs. 30”, the expression “Rs. 20” shall 
be substituted. 

No. 73 — In exercise of the powers conferred by Sec- 
tion 60 of the Damodar Valley Corporation Act, 1948 
(14 off 1948), the Corporation hereby makes, with the 
previous sanction of the Central Government, the follow- 
ing further amendments to the Damodar Valley Corpora- 
tion Service (Conduct) Regulations, 1955 published with 
the Notification of the Damodar Valley Corporation 
No, 4, dated the 28th July 1956, namely - 

In the said Regulation, for rule 18, the following rules 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

”18. Bigamous Marriages . — (1) No employee shall 
enter into, or contract, a marriage with a person hav- 
ing a spouse living; 
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(2) No employee, having a spouse living, shall enter 
into, or contract, a marriage with any person : — 

Provided that the Corporation may permit an employee 
to enter into, or contract, any such marriages as is re- 
ferred to in clause (1) or clause (2), if it is satisfied 

that : — 

(a) such marriage is permissible under the personal 
law applicable to such employee and the other 
party to the marriage; and 

(b) there are other grounds for so doing".

REGULATIONS (REVISED) FOR THE PH.D. 
DEGREE IN THE FACULTIES OF ARTS, LANGU- 
AGES, EDUCATION, SCIENCE & MATHEMATICS 
AND DESIGN & FINE ARTS 

1.1. A candidate for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy 
in the Arts, Languages, Education, Science & Mathema- 
tics and Design & Fine Arts Faculties should have ob- 
tained from this University, the Master’s degree ordi- 
narily in the first or second class. The Academic Council 
may however, approve any other degree as eqhivalent to 
the Master’s degree. 

A candidate who has obtained the Master’s degree in 
third class may also be allowed with special permission 
of the Joint Research Board on the recommendation of 
the Research Degree Committee which shall give reasons 
for this recommendation. 

1.2. A person who has obtained Master’s degree in the 
first or second class from another recognised University 
mav be allowed to supplicate for the Ph.D. degree pro- 
vided he enrols himself as a regular student and engages 
himself in research at the Panjab University under tile 
direciions of the Head of the department concerned for 
not less than three years. 

2. A candidate supplicating in a Science subject shall 
reside and do research at the University, or at a Centre 
approved bv the University, for the entire period of re- 
search l.e., two years or three years as the case may be, 

A candidate supplicating in another subject shall reside 
and do research at the University or at a Centre, approved 
by the University for Ph.D. research, for at least 30 
weeks. If necessary, this period may be staggered over 
three years, provided that 12 weeks must be so spent 
every year. The Dean of University Instruction, how- 
ever, may condone the shortage in thei required period of 
30 weeks up to a maximum of 6 weeks, but this permis- 
sion shall be granted only in exceptional cases, if recom- 
mended by the .Supervisor and the Head of the Depart- 
ment, 

Note : Residence at the University shall include resi- 
dence at an affiliated institution where 
facilities for research are available and is 
approved by the Joint Research Board. 

3.1. A person who wishes to be accepted as a candi- 
date for Ph.D. research, shall, before starting research 
work, apply through the Head of the University Depart- 
ment concerned, on the prescribed form of enrolment, 
with a fee of Rs. 50 (not refundable). 

3.2. On being enrolled, every candidate shall pay a fee 
of Rs. 25 per mensem to the University. A person who 
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is awarded a research scholarship by the University or by 
the University Grants Commission or by any other such 
body may, however, be exempted from this fee. 

3.3. Application on the prescribed form for enrolment 
shall be considered by the University thrice in a year as 
under : — 

(a) From July 15 to July 31, 

(b) From November 15 to November 30, and 

(c) From March 15 to March 31. 

3.4. Within six months from the date of enrolment, the 
candidate shall furnish through the Head of the Univer- 
sity Department concerned, 

(a) a tentative title of the thesis; and 

(b) a tentative design of research project. 

The candidate may seek approval of the title of the 
thesis later but he shall submit the thesis not earlier than 
one year from the date of approval of the title. The 
Joint Research Board may, however, relax this limit 
wherever it is considered necessary by the Head of the 
Department. 

4.1. Before 'forwarding the application required in Regu- 
lation 3.4. Head of the Department will satisfy himself, 
after proper scrutiny and test, including viva-voce, of 
adequate general knowledge of the candidate in his 
special field of study. Head of the Department shall also 
satisfy himself that the subject offered is one which can 
be pursued with profit and that the candidate possesses 
the requisite qualifications, equipment and capacity for 
research. 

4.2. While forwarding the application, Head of the 
Department shall also recommend a suitable supervisor, 
to guide the applicant in his research work. 

5. All applications for approval of the tentative title, 
etc. (Reg. 3.4), after scrutiny by the Registrar’s Office, 
shall be forwarded for consideration of Research Degree 
Committee concerned which, in each subject, shall con- 
sist of : 

(i) Dean of Facutly; 

(ii) *Head of the University Department in the 
subject concerned and the Professor or Profes- 
sors, if any, 

(iii) Convener of Board of Studies in the subject 
concerned, 

(iv) Two Readers (by rotation) in the subject con- 
cerned, 

(v) A Professor of an allied subject appointed by 
the Vice-Chancellor. 

The Research Degree Committee shall be appointed in 
December every alternate year and shall hold office from 
January 1. 

6. The Research Degree Committee shall consider each 
application and decide whether, in their opinion. 

(a) the subject proposed for research; and 

(b) the supervisor recommended. 


7. The title of thesis and the supervisor recommended 
by Research Degree Committee shall we considered by 
the Joint Research Board, which shall consist of : 

(i) Deans of the Faculties of Arts, Languages, 
Science & Mathematics, Education and design 
& Fine Arts; and 

(ii) * Heads of all University Teaching Departments 
in the Arts, Languages, Science & Mathematics, 
Education and Design & Fine Arts Faculties. 

The Joint Research Board shall have power to co-opt 
any other expert for a particular meeting. The decision 
of this Board shall be final. 


8.1. Every candidate shall puisue his research work at 
the University or at an approved centre, for three years 
from the date of receipt of the enrolment application. 
Thereafter, he shall submit the thesis by one of the 
following dates whichever falls immediately next to the 
expiry of three years : — 


First term 
Second term 
Third term 
Fourth term 


July 31 
October 31 
January 31 
April 30 


Provided that the Joint Research Board may, on the 
recommendation of the Research Degree Committee, for 
reasons to be recorded, grant exemption for a period not 
exceeding one year and allow a candidate to submit his 
thesis after two years of enrolment and research or any 
period fixed by the Board but it shall not be less than two 
years from the date of enrolment, but such exemption 
shall not be granted to candidates admitted under Regu- 
lation 1.2. 


8.2. A candidate who is allowed to go to another 
country for a part of his research work can submit his 
thesis only after having completed the research work at 
the Panjab University in Chandigarh for at least one 
year. 


9. A candidate may apply for permission to modify the 
title of his thesis. If the modification is not of minor 
nature, the candidate shall not submit his thesis less than 
six months after the date on which the change is approved 
by the Joint Research Board. 

10. The Head of the University Department in associa- 
tion with the Supervisor concerned shall test every candi- 
date, on the expiry of one year from the date of enrol- 
ment, in order to determine whether the candidate should 
be allowed to continue his research work. If a candidate 
is found unfit, his enrolment shall be cancelled. 

11.1. Every candidate shall report in writing, at the 
end of every six months, to the supervisor the work done 
by him during the six months. The supervisor will take 
such action on this report as he considers suitable de- 
pending on the nature of the report and other circum- 
stances of the case. 

11.2. The Head of the Department concerned will en- 
sure that every supervisor submits report on the candi- 
date’s research work twice a year, viz — 


are suitable and, if so, they may recommend approval of 
the same. If. however, the committee considers that the 
subject and/or the supervisor are not suitable, they may 
either reject the application or may suggest suitable 
changes for reasons to be recorded. 

The committee may recommend joint supervisors in 
any particular case if the Head of the Department con- 
cerned considers it necessary. 


*In addition to the Head of the Panjab University Sanskrit 
Diptt., Director, V.I.S.&I.S., Hoshiarpur, shall also be a mem- 
ber for Sanskrit Committee. 


(a) Between October 16 and 31, 

(b) Between April 16 and 30. 

Reports of supervisors in all cases shall be submitted 
to the Joint Research Board for information and any ac- 
tion, if necessary. 

11.3. In the event of a difference arising between a can- 
didate and the Supervisor, the matter shall, in the first

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instance be referred to the Head of the Department, If, 
however, the Head of the Department unable to settle it, 
the matter shall be referred to the Dean of University 
Instruction. If the Supervisor happens to be the Head ot 
a Department, the matter shall be referred to the Dean 
of University Instruction directly. 

When the matter is referred to the Dean of University 
Instruction, he will take a decision himself, after obtain- 
ing, if necessary, the advice of an expert. The decision 
of the Dean of University Instruction shall be final. 

11,4. If a supervisor gives unsatisfactory report on the 
work of a candidate, the position will be considered by 
the Joint Research Board in order to decide whether the 
candidate should be allowed to continue his research for 
the Ph.D. degree, 

12. After the expiry of one year’s research work at the 
University, a candidate may be allowed by the Head of 
the Department to continue his research work at some 
other approved centre if— 

(a) facilities for further work do not exist at this 
University; 

OR 

(b) if the Head of the Department is satisfied that 
it would be in the interest of the candidate to 
do further research work at such a centre. 


15. On completion of the research work and in accord- 
ance with the period allowed in Regulations 8 and 13 the 
candidate shall submit four printed or typewritten copies 
of his thesis and shall comply with the following condi- 
tions 

(i) The thesis shall accompany (a) a fee of 
Rs. 250; (b) a certificate from his supervisor 
(as may be prescribed by the Syndicate) indi- 
cating the period lor which the candidate has 
done research work and that the thesis is worthy 
of consideration for the award of the Ph.D. 
degree and (c) in the case of a candidate for 
Science Faculty, a ’‘certificate to the effect that 
he has ciualifled in Certificate or Technical Trans- 
lation examination in French, or German or 
Russian of this University or any other exami- 
nation recognised us equivalent thereto. 

(ii) The thesis must be a piece of original research 
work characterised either by the discovery of 
new facts or for a fresh interpretation of the 
known facts or theories; in either case it shall 
give evidence of the candidate's capacity for 
original research, critical examination and judg- 
ment; 

(iii) The thesis shall be satisfactory in its literary 
presentation; 


Provided that the supervisor may, on scrutiny of the 
six-monthly reports received from the candidate, send 
for the candidate to assess the progress made by him in 
his research Work, 

13.1. A candidate who is unable to complete his re- 
search work and thesis within the time allowed by Regu- 
lation 8 may apply, through his supervisor and Head of 
the Department concerned, for grant of extension. 

Extension may be granted by the Joint Research Board 
up to a maximum of two years, i.e., every candidate must 
submit his thesis on the expiry of a total period of five 
years from the date of enrolment application on one of 
the following dates whichever falls immediately next to 
the expiry of the total period allowed : — 

First term July 31 

Second term October 31 

Third term January 15 

The Dean of University Instruction may, however, con- 
done delay, up to three months, in the receipt of a thesis 
after the prescribed period of five years. 

Provided that — 

(1) extension shall not be granted for more than a 
year at a time; 


(iv) The thesis shall indicate how it embodies the 
results of the candidate’s own research or ob- 
servations and the respects in which the candi- 
date's investigations appear to him to have ad- 
vanced study of the subject; 

Provided that : 

(a) A caudidate may incorporate in his thesis con- 
tents of any work which he may have published 
on the subject, but he shall not submit, as his 
thesis, any work for which a degree nas been 
conferred by this or any other University. 

(b) A thesis on a subject approved by another Uni- 
versity, shall not be accepted by this University 
in whole or in part. 

(c) Edited texts of Calendars of unpublished manu- 
scripts, critical editions from original manu- 
scripts of old texts, records or documents, when 
accompanied by adequate introductions and cri- 
tical apparatus, shall be given the same recogni- 
tion as original dissertation on Arts or Science 
subjects and for the award of the Doctorate 
degree it shall be regarded as equally worth con- 
sideration. 


(2) every application for the grant of extension shall 
be accompanied by a fee of Rs. 25, 

13.2, if a candidate fails to submit his thesis vyithin 
the period allowed under Regulation 13.1, his enrolment 
shall be cancelled, but he may bo allowed to register him- 
self again with some other subject, or in exceptional cir- 
cumstances such as prolonged illness extending over 
several years or exigencies of military service, on the 
same subiect. 


14. If the supervisor of a candidate who has been do 
mg research work for the Ph.D. degree of another Uni 
versify is employed on th c staff of the Punjab University 
the candidate doing research work under his supervisioj 
Sfw ■.* owcd t0 . enro1 h,mseJ f us a candidate for th 
snr University under the same supervi 

c sub/cct to fulfilment of these regulations. Such , 
candidate shall not submit his thesis until after one vea 
of enrolment in this University. y 


(d) The candidate shall declare in writing duly 
countersigned by his supervisor or Head of the 
Department, that the thesis is not substantially 
the same as the one he may have aheady sub- 
mitted to another University. 

(c) The thesis must consist of the Candidate’s own 
work which must be his personal achievement. 
The candidate may, however, submit in support 
of his thesis, any printed contribution for the 
advancement of his subject which may be pub- 
lished independently or conjointly. In the latter 
case, the candidate shall indicate specifically his 
personal contribution to the conjoint work duly 
attested by the supervisor.

,v j 1 1 not ’'publish bis thesis without the previous permis- 
;ion of the Syndicate. It' ini', permission is granted, the 
landidale shall supply to the Registrar three copies of 
the published thesis : one copy to be placed in the 
University Department concerned and two copies in the 
University Library. The candidate will also furnish the 
University with copies of reviews of his publication 
which, along with the book, shall be brought to the notice 
of the Syndicate. 


17.7. A candidate whose thesis is rejected shall not be 
registered again for the Ph.D. degree with the same sub- 
ject. 

18, The reports of both the examiners on the thesis as 
well as of the other examiners for the viva-voce shall be 
considered by the Syndicate. The Syndicate may 
decide — 

(i) whether the degree of doctor of Philosophy be 
awarded; 


17. J. The thesis shall be referred to two examiners 
appointed by the Syndicate on the recommendation of the 
Joint Research Board and the Vice-Chancellor, The 
examiners may recommend — 

that the thesis be accepted for the award of the 
Ph.D. degree 

OR 


that the thesis be rejected 
OR 

that the thesis be allowed to be resubmitted 
with improvement and for this purpose may 
make such suggestions as they may deem fit. 

17.2. If there is a difference of opinion between the 
two examiners in regard to Ihe acceptance of thesis, the 
Syndicate may refer the thesis to another examiner. 

17. 3. The examiners for a thesis in the Arts, Languages 
and Design & Fine Arts Faculties shall, indicate in their 
report whether : 

the thesis is fit for publication by the candidate 
in its original or modified form. In the latter 
case, they may make definite suggestions for 
improvement. 


OR 


the thesis is of such an outstanding merit that 
the University should undertake its publication 
at its own cost. 

.17.4, Except in the case of a thesis which is rejected, 
viva-voce shall be held in accordance with the rules pres- 
cribed in this behalf by the Syndicate, before a final deci- 
sion is given on the thesis. The examiners may send, if 
they so desire, along wilh their reports, questions for use 
by the Board conducting the oral examination. Such a 
Board shall consist of three examiners appointed by the 
Syndicate of which the Head of the University Depart- 
ment concerned and the supervisor of the thesis shall be 
members. 


17,5. A thesis shall be re-submitted, if so recommended 
by the examiners, only once, and it shall be examined by 
Hie examiners who assessed Ihe original thesis unless both 
or any of them are unuble or unwilling to do so. 


17.6. A candidate who is required to re-submit his 
thesis must do so immediately on expiry of six months 
from the date of intimation of the decision of the Uni- 
versity to him, unless extension is specially given by the 
Joint Research Board. The revised thesis shall reach the 
University accompanied by half the amount of fee pres- 
cribed in Regulation 15, on one of the following dates 
whichever falls immediate next t 0 the expiry of six 
months allowed herein ;

20. A person already registered for the Ph.D. degree, 
before these regulations come into force, shall, if he so 
desires, continue to be governed by the old regulations 
until a decision on his thesis is taken. 

Regulation 31 at pages 97-98 of the Calendar, 
Volume I, 1968, shall read as under : — 

3.1, (a) All the non-teaching employees working in the 
Punjab University Teaching Departments and its consti- 
tuent colleges shall he entitled to 10 days’ privilege leave 
in a year and this leave shall be allowed to accumulate up- 
to the extent to which it is allowed in the case of staff 
working in the University Office. 

(b) if any employee of Class B is permitted by the 
Vice-Chancellor to be absent during the annual Univer- 
sity vacation such employee shall not be entitled to privi- 
lege leave except 10 days’ privilege leave as provided in 
31 (a) above. Any such employee who is not permitted 
by the Vice-Chancellor to be absent during such vacation 
may be granted privilege leave in addition to the leave as 
in 3 1 («) above, not exceeding ono month after eleven 
months, two months after twenty-two months and three 
months after thirty-three months continuous active ser- 
vice. Full pay may be granted to an employee while on 
privilege leave. Such leave may be combined with fur- 
lough or leave on medical certificate. 

If an employee gets less lhan a month of the annual 
vacalion, he shall be entitled to leave for the period neces- 
sary to make up full month, 

The following Regulation 40-A has been added at page 
99 of the Calendar, Volume I, 1968 : 

40-A. Subject to regulation 40, all the Class ‘C em- 
ployees working in the Panjab University Teaching De- 
partments and its const it item colleges shall be entitled to 10 
days’ earned leave in a year in addition to half annual 
summer vacation, and this leave shall 'be allowed to 
accumulate to the extent to which it is allowed In the case 
of staff working in the University Administrative office. 

Regulation 13(b) relating to ‘Use of Unfair Means’ at 
page 110 of the Calendar, Volume I, 1968, shall read as 
under :■ — 

13(b) Tf an answer-book of an examinee shows or it 
is otherwise established that he has received or attempted 
to receive help from any source or in any manner or has 
given help or attempted to give help to another candidate 
in any , manner, he shall be disqualified from appearing in 
any University examination for two years, including that 
in which he is found guilty if he is a candidate for an 
examination held once a year, or for four examinations, 
including that in which he is found guilty, if he is a 
candidate for an examination held twice a year. 
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(i) Of having remained on the rolls of an affiliated 
college for the academic year preceding the 
examination; 


Regulation 10- A for 'Admission to Examinations’ at 
page 121 of the Calendar, Volume I, 1968, shall read as 
under : — 

10-A. A candidate for any examination may apply for 
change in the subject or subjects or any other entry in 
his application form provided that his application accom- 
panied by a fee of Rs, 5 is received in the University 
Office not later than the dates specified below : — 

(i) For Matriculation and Higher Secondary exami- 
nations — By January 31 of the year of exami- 
nation and 15 days befor e the commencement 
of Supplementary examination. 

(ii) For other than Matriculation and Higher Secon- 
dary examinations — One month before the 
commencement of the annual examinations, 
and 15 days before the commencement of 
Supplementary examinations. 

(iii) the request is permissible under the regulations. 

Regulation 5 relating to th e ‘Award of Scholarships’ 
under Section 31(n) of the Panjab University Act’ at

1. There shall be a Panjab University Sports Com- 
mittee, hereinafter referred to as P.U.S.C. for organising 
and regulating snorts activities within the territorial juris- 
diction of the University, constituted as follows :

(g) Five members to be elected from amongst them- 
selves by the Directors of Physical Education 
who have worked as such for at least 10 years 
in the affiliated colleges. 

The following clause (F) has been added to Regulation 
3 relating to ‘Admission to Examinations’ at page 119 of 
the Calendar, Volume I, 1968 : — 

(F) A candidate against whom a complaint/ case re- 
garding use of unfair means, etc., is registered and who 
in this process is prevented from appearing in an exami- 
nation, may be given, by the Vice-Chancellor, one or 
more chances immediately next to the last admissible 
chance in lieu of the chance or chances missed by him. 

The following transitory regulation has been added to 
the regulations for B.Ed. examination, at page 236 of the 
Calendar, Volume II, 1968 : — 

A candidate who has yet to qualify in Simple Langu-

18. A person who has passed M.A. examination from 
the Puniabi University shall be allowed to appear as a 
private candidate in the same subject to improve his divi- 
sion, provided he takes both Part I and Part II examina- 
tions of this University, simultaneously within 2 years of 
his having passed M.A. Part II examination from the 
Punjabi University. The result of such a candidate shall 


be declared only if he improves the division, obtained by 
him in the Punjabi University. 

Regulations for the Certificate Examination in Chinese. 

1. An examination for Certificate in Chinese shall be 
held once a year in the month of July or on such other 
date as may be fixed by the Syndicate. 

2. The examination shall be open to any candidate 
who : — 

(A) has passed the Higher Secondary or Pie-Univer- 
sity examination of the Panjab University or an 
equivalent examination of any other recognised 
University/Board, and produces the following 
certificates signed by the Head of the University 
Department of Chinese. 

(a) of good moral character; 

(b) of having attended not less than 75% of 
the lectures delivered to his class during 
the academic year preceding the examina- 
tion. 

Provided that a deficiency in the number of lectures 
may be condoned by the Vice-Chancellor on 'he recom- 
mendation of the Head of the Department. 

OR 

(B) is a private candidate and is admitted under the 
regulation relating to private candidates for the 
Pre-University examination and has passed not 
less than one year previously one of the exami- 
nations enumerated in 2(A) above. 

3. Every candidate shall forward his application to the 
Registrar for admission to the examination on the pres- 
cribed form, through the Head of the department, at 
least six weeks before the commencement of the exami- 
nation, accompanied by a fee of Rs. 30. 

Whenever the application or fee of the candidate is 
received more than three days after the last date pres- 
cribed above, he shall pay an additional fee of Rs. 5 
provided that such application shall only be entertained 
upto two weeks before the commencement of the exami- 
nation. 

4. There will be two written papers of three hours 
duration and an oral test. The total number of marks 
allotted to each shall be as under : —

5. English shall be the medium of examination. 

6. The minimum number of marks required to pass 
this examination shall be 40 per cent separately in each 
paner and the Oral test and 45 per cent in the aggregate. 

7. Successful candidates securing 60 per cent or more 
of the aggregate number of marks shall be placed in the 
frst division, those who secure 50 per cent or more but 
less than 60 per cent, shall be placed in the Second divi- 
sion, and those who secure less than 50 per cent shall 
be placed in the third division. 

8. Four weeks after the commencement of the exami- 
nation or as soon thereafter as possible, the Registrar shall 
publish a list of candidates who have passed, showing the 
division in which they have passed. 

9. Ecch successful candidate shall be granted a certifi- 
cate showing the division In which he has passed.
